| SPEAKER AT WASHINGTON MASS- 
MEETING TALKS BEVOLT. 


Afro-Americans Attending League 
Session in National Capital Urged 
if Possible, but by Force if Neces- 
sary-Change Must Come 800 


Roosevelt and His Policy Indorsed 
Appeal to the Public. 


Washington, D. C., Jam 26.—[Special.]— 
At a massmeeting of negroes tonight under 
the auspices of the Afro-American league 
resolutions were adopted heartily indorsing 
the course of President Roosevelt with rela- 


prominent colored men in the southern 
states, preached a doctrine impregnated with 
anarchistic sentiments and threatened that 
unless im the southland there was an early 
change in the treatment of the negro office- 
holders and the colored race generally in 
that section the blacks would resort to the 
torch and the sword and lay it waste. 

The speaker of the evening was James H. 
Hayes of Ricimond, Va., a lawyer of abili- 
ty and one of the counsel in what are known 


Negroes Have No Country. 

Mr. Hays began his address with the state- 
ment that the negroes in the south were liv- 
ing in a state of degradation. You have 
just opened this convention meeting with 
the singing of ‘My Country, Tis of Thee,“ 
he remarked in a sarcastictone. “ Why do 
you sing that song? You have no country. 
I consider that I have no country. We are 
little better than slaves and are not consid- 
ered more than such. 

But better times are coming—if we make 
them come. 

“The first’ disfranchisement of the negro 
“was in Egypt. Moses led them from their 
bondage. But later they fell under the yoke 
again. Let me tell you now, that the sec- 
ond time they threw off their yoke it was not 
peacefully, as it was in the first instance. 
They rose, and, led by Joshua, they secured 
their freedom, sword in one hand and the 
torch in the other. Waste, blood, and deso- 
lation,’ that is what we shall have to do in 
the south. : 

Prepared to Meet the Kuklux 

The Atlanta Constitution has said editori- 
ally that negro officeholders will be looked 
after by a revival of the Kuklux klan. Let 
me tell the southern people right here and 

w that the negro race of today are not the 
people who submissively endured the out- 
rages of the Kuklux klan in 1868. We have 
learned a thing or two, and if any such out- 
rages are inflicted on any of our people there 
will be a rising of our people and the south- 
land will be laid waste in blood and desola- 
tion.

Meeting Takes Wide Scope. 

The convention of the Africo-American 
league, of which tonight's massmeeting was 
a part, was called primarily for the purpose 
of consulting with President Roosevelt in 
regard to the appointment of negroes as of- 
ficeholders in the south. 

A public appeal signed by Alexander Wal- 
ters, chairman of the executive committee; 
Cyrus Field Adame, secretary; and William 
A. Pledger, acting president, says: 


Demand Right to Vote. 

A systematic effort has been inaugurated 
in the south which has for its object the 
withdrawal of the franchise from the Afro- 
Americans of that section and their reduction 
to a position of absolute subserviency in all 
the relations of life. It has been openly 
declared by some of the most prominent 
leaders of the south that it was the inten- 
tion of the framers of the new constitutions 
to disfranchise as many Afro-Aniericans as 
possible and leave every Caucasian in full 
possession of the suffrage. 

“The effect has been that not only has 
the Afro-American been disfranchised but 
also that a large number of Caucasians, who 
previous to the adoption of these constitu- 
tions participated in elections, have ceased 
to register and vote. 

„Wo contend for our constitutional rights 
on the ground that the right of suffrage has 
been conferred upon its citizens by the fed- 
eral government. 

„We heartily commend the Afro-Amer- 
icans of Virginia, Alabama, Louisiana, and 
other states who are seeking redress through 
the courts of the land, and we pledge them 
our moral and financial support. 


Denounce Mob ‘Violence. 

“We denounce the mob murders now so 
prevalent ‘in this country. 

We call the attention of the country to a 
condition of service on many farms in a 
mumber of the southern states resembling 
much the old peonage system, and ask for 
legislation looking to the remedying of the 
evil. 

We submit our protest against the un- 
fair practices in the transportation of pas- 
sengers in southern states, discriminating 
unjustly against Afro-Americans; requiring 
of them the highest rates of travel and pro- 
viding in return the poorest accommodations 
in carriage; and we invoke the exercise of 
the powers of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, by that tribunal, to prevent discrim- 
inations in rates and accommodations 
against interstate passengers. 


High Praise for Roosevelt. 

“We heartily indorse the utterances of 
President Roosevelt with reference to the 
fitness for appointment to office and the at- 
| titude of the federal government toward all 
of its citizens, regardless of race or color. 
He has imparted new life and vigor to the 
time honored principles and traditions of 
human rights, and has given hope and in- 
spiration to a people struggling heroically 
beneath the burden of hate and proscription. 
We commend Theodore Roosevelt to the af- 
fection and confidence of our people regard- 
less of party affiliation.”

The 
Puritan line steamer Saxon King, from Rot- 
terdam to Boston, arrived here this 
noon and reported having been in collision 
in midocean on the night of Jan. 19 with the 
White Star ‘freighter Georgic, New York 
for Liverpool. The Saxon King was badly 
damaged.

Stratford, Ia., Jam 26.—Stratford citizens 
resent the arrest of over thirty persons for 
holding up a Northwestern coal train here 
yesterday and seizing several cars of fuel.

HORSE Andr FOR CHICAGO 


FACTORY IN THIS CITY PLANNED 
BY GERMAN PACEER. 


Representative of Big Firm in Frank- 
fort Intends to Introduce Feed in 
United States and Will Seek a Site 

at Once—Now in New York te Ar- 
range Detail- Max Waldenburger 
Says Much of His House’s Product 
Already Sells Here. 


New York, Jan. 26.—[Special.}—That the 
American people can be educated up to ac- 
cepting horse meat as an article of regular 
diet is the belief of Max Waldenburger, who 
has just arrived here from Frankfort, Ger- 
many. Herr Waldenburger admits there 
is a prejudice here against the eating 
of horsefiesh, but he thinks time will 
overcome it. Herr Waldenburger represents 
the Frankfort Horse Meat Cannery com- 
pany, and his objective point is Chicago, 
where, if all goes well, he purposes to estab- 
lish a horse meat factory. He said: 

“We shall start, of course, only in a 
small way at first, as an experiment, but no 
amoum of money will be spared to make a 
substantial success of the business. Your 


country ts a big one, and you Americans are, 


perhaps, the greatest beef eaters in the 
world. Why not make you become a nation 
of horse meat eaters, too? 


Cheapness Brings Big Sales. 


“In Germany horse meat can now be pur- 
chased in nearly every large butcher's shop 
in the big cities throughout the country, the 
poor being the chief consumers of it, be- 
cause it is m cheaper than bullock beef 
and equally strengthening. A tenderloin 
horse steak, for instance, costs only seven 
cents. That is almost half the price that 
would be charged for a bullock steak of the 
same cut.“ 

Herr Waldenburger said since his factory 
bad been established in Germany the poor 
had come to prefer horse meat. The Paris- 
lans were their next best customers. Great 
quantities of the meat were also sent to 
Japan and China. Emperor William, he 
said, had nded the meat for the 
army and navy, so they would get used to it. 


Sausage Sold in United States. 

Discussing the manner in which the meat 
is sold Herr Waldenburger said: 

“About five of every dozen horses slaugh- 
tered at our factories are made into sausage. 
The sausages are highly flavored, and it 
would take an expert to tell the difference 


between them and the best pork sausages. | 


Last year we received an order for 20,000 
cases—éach case carrying twenty-four tin 
from an American firm. I will not mention 
the name. The firm, however, is ohe of the 
largest meat packers in this country. 

The horses killed for this meat are espe- 
clay fattened on bunch grass, and no 
above the age of 8 years or suffering 
disease is used.” 

Herr Waldenburger said he expected to 
meet with opposition in establishing a horse 


meat factory in Chicago.

The Rev. Simon John McPherson, Head- 
master at Lawrenceville School, 
Takes Stand for Broader Education.

The United .Telegraph, Telephone, lene 
Electric company, a Hyde Park telephone 
corporation, will be able to secure its long 
desired entry to the downtown district if 
the council passes an order recommended 
yesterday by the committee on electric light. 
The company has wanted permission to lay 
in the city’s conduits a cable of conductors 
connecting its Hyde Park offices with the 
downtown district, from which connection 
can be made for long distance telephoning. 
The order authorized City Electrician Elli- 
cott to issue a temporary permit, pending 
action on the ordinance before t council, 
for the company to “ Install one underground 
cable, ng not more than ten con- 
ductors, to secure communication between 
the office of the company, to be established 
in a place convenient to the general public 
of the city.“ The order is made revocable 
at the discretion of the mayor. : 
The committee also recommended for pas- 
sage the United Pneumatic Fire Alarm Tele- 
graph company ordinance, giving for twenty 
years the right to lay wires for the sole pur- 
pose of ucting an automatic telegraphic 
fire a system. A compensation clause 
requires the company to pay the city out 
of its gross annual receipts, after the first 
five years, 2% per cent; in the third five 
years, 5 per cent; and in the fourth five years, 
7 per cent. 
Mayor Harrison has been accused of de- 
manding resignations of officials at the time 
of their appointment that he might evade 
the civil service law, but he says he only 
has four such papers in his possession, and 
they were given voluntarily. Three of these 
resignations are by Chief of Police O'Neill.

COUNTY BOARD LEARNS PRICE OF 
A REFORM. 


Fred M. Blount Explains That Difi- 
eulty Is Being Experienced in se- 

* euring Guarantors for Treasurer 
Hanberg, the Banks Having De- 
clined to Assume the $8,000,000 
Liability Since Interest Goes to the 
County. 


The county board learned yesterday that 
reform is sometimes costly. Tne knowledge 
was imparted in a communication from Fred 
M. Blount, asking for $12,000 with which to 
pay for Treasurer Hanberg s $8,000,000 bond, 
the baiiks having declined to be Mr. Han- 
berg’s sole guarantors. 

This action was based on no objection to 
Mr. Hanberg, but because he promised be- 
fore election to return to the county all in- 
terest that accrued in the banks from 
balances on the funds which the county 
treasurer held in his hands. Under former 
administrations this interest went to the 
treasurer and the banks on his bond. 


Difficulty in Getting a Bond. 
Mr. Blount stated to the board that Treas- 
urer Hanberg had attempted to secure his 
bond from guarantee companies, but had 
found them unwilling to give bonds for such 
a large amount. Mr. Hanberg then ap- 
pealed to the banks to help him out. The 
banks had agreed, Mr. Blount said, to take 
the risk, provided they could get the surety 
companies to réinsure a part. He said that 
the trustees had already secured $500,000 in- 
surance and hoped to get more. 
The $12,000, Mr. Blount explained, was the 
amount which would have been charged if 
the guarantee companies had furnished the 
bond direct. The matter was referred to the 
finance committee. 

President's Wishes Overruled. 
President Foreman had one defeat and a 
narrow escape from a second during the 
meeting. Despite his opposition a resolu- 
tion was. adopted directing him to call a 
meeting of the county commisstoners and 
county members of the legislature to talk 
over the financial condition of the county.

TOHELP SUPPORT COUNTY. 
Commissioners Adopt Resolution to Add 


$127,000 to Income—Would Check 
Flood of Suits. 


It will cost more to bring suit in Cook 
county next year if the plans af the county 
board are carried out. To raise $127,000 
more revenue it is proposed to increase the 
fees, thus making the courts nearer self- 
supporting. 

The proposal came from Commissioner 
Van Steenberg, whose resolution, as fol- 
lows, was adopted: 

Resolved, That the committee on legislature be 
and is hereby directed to prepare the necessary 
bills to increase the docketing fee in all courts of 
record in the county from $10 to $15 and the ap- 
pearance fee from $3 to $5; and that the committee 
submit the same to the legisiature and use all hon- 
orable means to procure its enactment. 

In addition to increasing the county’s reve- 
nue this plan will be beneficial in another 
way. At present the courts are flooded by 
the flood of suits, but with increased fees the 
amount of jitigation will be greatly reduced, 
it is expected. This would make possible 
prompt trials and speedier justice. 

It was shown that the net receipts of the 
Circuit court last year were $120,742 and of 
the Superior court $93,351. Judges’ salaries 
while sitting in the civil courts were about 
$100,000, while the office of the clerk of the 
Circuit court cost $77,000 and the office of 
the Superior court $62,000. Jurors’ salaries 
amounted to $123,008, while their meal bills 
were $6,788. 

The expenses this year will be greater than 
last because of the increase in the salaries 
of the judges from $7,000 to $10,000 a year.

Last evening a description of the man was 


LIFE CONVICT GOBS 


SERVING TWELVE YEARS.

After serving twelve years of a life Sen- 
tence for murder, John Dennison, surround 
ed by the members of hie family and the sur- 
vivors of the jury which convicted him, was 
liberated by Judge McEwen yesterday on a 
technicality of the law.

DEATH OF JAMES FENTRESS 
AFTER A WEEK’S ILLNESS. 


) Pneumenia Fatal to Counsel of Illinois 


Central Railropd—End Comes at 
Home, 118 Lincoln Patk Boulevard. 


James Fentress died at 12:10 o'clock this 
morning in his residence, 118 Lincoln Park 
boulevard, after an illness of one week from 
pneumonia. Until the time of his death he 
was counsel for the Illinois Central railroad, 
having retired two years ago from the gen- 
eral solicitorship of the system. The body 
will be taken today to Bolivar, Tenn., where 
the burial will take place tomorrow. 

Mr. Fentress was born July 27, 1887, in 
Murphysboro, Tenn., was graduated from 
the University of Virginia at the age of 19, 
and began the practice of law when 20 years 
old. In 1880 he married Mary Tate Perkins 
of Naahville, who survives him. At the 
opening of the civil war he raised a company 
in the Fourth Tennessee, C. 8S. A., serving as 
lieutenant and captain. 

After the war Mr. Fentress resumed the 
practice of law. In 1870 he was a member 
of the Tennessee constitutional convention, 


and soon afterward was elected chancellor. 


In 1876 Re was engaged as chief attorney 
of the Tennessee Central railroad,’ going to 
the Lllinois Central at the time of the ab- 
sorption of the former by the latter. In 1800 
he removed to Chicago, where he had since 
resided. 

Besides the widow Mr. Fentress left six 
children, Mrs. Sidney F. Andrews of Chicago, 
Mrs. Girault Farrar of New Orleans, James 
Fentress of Winnetka, David F. and Calvin 
F. Fentress of Chicago, and Mrs. O. F. Gard- 
ner, who is living in Syria, where her hus- 
band is connected with the protestant college. 

Mr. Fentress was a member of the Fourth 
Presbyterian church.

After his arrest 
the men still were active in his behalf, and 


during his trial ten months later officials of ‘ 


the state’s attorney’s office declare that wit- 
nesses were intimidated and jurors ap- 
proached by Howe's friends. The trial last- 
ed several days, and when the jury had 
retired information reached the state's at- 
torney’s office that it had been fixed.”’ 
After thirty-two hours’ deliberation the 
jurors disagreed, scores of ballots showing 
11 to 1 for conviction. Charles McDonald, 
the dissenting juror, declared that he would 
remain in jail forever before declaring Howe 
culty. 
Long Hunt Ends Successfully. 
days after the trial Howe disappeared. 
He fled to Springfield, Mo., where the Chi- 
cago police lost trace of him. Under the 
name of George Howard he worked as a 
boilermaker, and, with several companions, 


left soon after for Texas. Chicago detec- 


tives arrived at Springfield a few hours af ter 
he left the town, but could not trace him. 
The relatives of the dead man assisted 
Howe's bondemen in the search, and the 
police of Springfield, who knew the fugitive's 
companions, were offered a reward to con- 
tinue the hunt. Through John Golden, a 
companion, who returned to Springfield last 
week, Sheriff Wright learned that Howe was 
in Shawnee, and, securing requisition papers, 
went to that place yesterday. 

When arrested Howe is said to have had 
$3,500 in bills concealed in his clothing, al- 
though he was working as an apprentice for 
$1.75 a day.

Before consid- 
ering thé project it will be advisable to make 
reasonably close estimates of what it will 
cost a township to build à mile of road. 
Forty cents a day for efficient labor is a 
trifle, but the days work of à convict will 
be inconsiderable unless he has a competent 
taskmaster. When trustworthy estimates 
have been made it will not be difficult to 
find out to what extent taxpaying farmers 
will be willing to avail themselves of the 
opportunity to build good roads. The cost 
may seem to them too great. E 

In the next place, the legislature has to 
consider whether it is well that the prisoners 
should be kept busy in such a way that they 
will be no better able to earn a living when 
they leave the prison than they were when 
they entered it. The modern theory is that 
a prisoner, if he have no trade, be taught 
one, so that when he is discharged he can- 
not plead that he is practically obliged to 
return to a life of crime because he does not 
know how to earn his living honestly. 

The legislature will have to consider also 
whether a return to the old chain gang sys- 
tem will be socially desirable, even if it be 
economically expedient. The legislature 
must determine whether it will be well to 
have squads of convicts, with distinctive 
costumes, scattered throughout the state as 
a spectacle for young and old. It hardly 
could be called an edifying spectacle.

Maximilian himself to the 
eral, gave it to be understood by 
through friends rather than by any definite 
statement of his own that.he had acted in the 
matter entirely in deferepce to the secret 
orders of Maximilian. Lopes, who wes noth- 
ing but a traitor to the ill-fated emperor, 
endeavored by this means to escape the os- 
traciem to which he was subjected even by 
the republicans for having betrayed Maxi- 
milian and his army into their hands. 

The story which he originated was to the 
effect that the emperor himself had con- 
-gented to the delivery of his faithful follow- 
ers and most devoted adherents into the 
power of the enemy on the understanding 
that he himself should be set at liberty and 
allowed to embark unharmed for Europe. 
Lopez intimated that the republicans had 
failed to keep faith with Maximilian, and 
that instead of letting him go they had shot 
him. For a number of years the republican 
government refrained from taking any notice 
of the story, partly because Lopez would not 
commit self thereto over his signature, 
and partly because it was considered politic 
to allow the people to get the impression that 
Maximilian had betrayed his followers. 
Lopes hinted that his refusal to make a 
statement was due to his chivalrous regard 
for the memory of the ill-fated*emperor, for 
whose sake he preferred to suffer in silence. 

> 

In support of the Lopes story there sud- 

enly appeared some years back a letter 

urporting to be in Maximilian’s handwrit- 

g. dated the day before his execution, and 
addressed to Lopes, in which as a dying re- 
quest he implored him never to reveal the 
secret known to him, since if it became 
known it would ruin his [Maximilian’s) fair 
name. Of course this letter was regarded as 
corroborating the story, and numbers who 
had turned their backs upon Lopez now be- 
came his friends, his chivalrous regard for 
the memory of the dead emperor even at the 
sacrifice of his own reputation as a man of 
honor being vaunted far and wide in the 
American press. 

Last year this letter, through the death of 
Gen. Escobedo, came into the possession of 
the government, which was about to place 
it on @xhibition along with other relics of the 
war, in the Artillery museum at Mexico, 
when Gen. Reyes, the minister of war and 
a singularly shrewd man, who had always 
entertained doubts about Lopez’s chivalry, 
directed that before the letter should be 
placed on exhibition In any national museum 
under his control its authenticity should be 
pointed a commission of investigation, to 
whom he submitted the two following q 
tions: 

First—Were the relations between Lopez 
and Maximilian of such a nature that the 
latter would have been led thereby to write 
a letter so ruinous to his reputation as a 
man ot honor?

peror’s handwriting establish that it was 
really the work of his pen? pea

written by the unhappy brother of Francis 
Joseph, 

In consequence of this the minister of war 
gave orders for the destruction of the let- 
ter and for the publication of the report of 
the commission, which thus relieves Pni- 
peror Maximilian ‘of the tmputation which 
has until now rested upon him in. Mexico 
and in this country of having betrayed his 
adherents at Queretaro to the enemy in 
vain attempt to save his own life. 


Gen. Lord Downe has been selected as a 
ecial ambass&dor.to convey to the shah 
the Order of the Garter, which King Edward 
intimated his intention of conferring upon 
him at the time of his visit to England. Of 
course, it would have been possible to have 
invested the Persian monarch with the or- 
der during his stay on board the royal yacht 
at Portsmouth. But King Edward took the 
ground that it would be paying his imperial 
guest a greater compliment, especially in the 
eyes of the Persians themselves, to send a 
special mission for the purpose to Teheran. 

The appointment of the embassy will ex- 
cite speculation as to the cause in the delay 
of the dispatch of a similar embassy to con- 
vey the Order of the Garter to the mikado, 
King Edward's ally in the far orient, while 
it will, of course, excite bitterness on the 
part of the sultan, who during the near 
thirty years that he has occupied the Otto- 
man throne has repeatedly intimated in 
vain that he was anxious to have the garter, 
which both his uncle and his father, the 
Sultans Abdul Assiz and Abdul Medjid, had 
possessed. 

Lord Downe possesses the distinction, rare 
among cavalry generals, of being an Oxford 
university graduate, being a Christ-church 
man, and it was as an M. A. that he joined 
the army. He is the eighth viscount of his 
line, the third viscount having been killed 
at the battle of Minden, has commanded the 
Tenth Hussars, possesses two magnificent 
country seats, one in Yorkshire and the other 
in Northamptonshire, and an income of 
about $150,000 a year.

mission to have jurisdiction over crossings 
of steam railways and interurban: electric

This matter is covered in the thirty-second 
annual report of the commission; just made 
public. The report deals at length: with the 
railroads of the state, giving mileage, earn- 
ings, capacities, statistics on employés, ac- 
cidents, and other interesting facts. 

The total mileage of the state, including all 
tracks, is 18,041, an increase of 768 miles dur- 
ing the year. The total capital of all cor- 
porations owning and operating steam rail- 
roads in the state at the close of the year 
ending June 30, 1902, was 83,529, 778.378, an 
increase of 8388. 953, 386 in the year. The total 
railroad capital per mile is shown to be $56,- 
3 increase of $2,042 since the last re- 
por
